We now fee allthe Proteftants on this

But ftill we are fo unhappily embark’d in 
the neceffiry Defence of this Contederacy ; 
that we are capable of doing them no other 
Service, than by offering Mediations, Trea- 
ties, ec. and in that the Queen’s Majefty 
and the States of Aolund have noc been 
wanting.

England ‘It is not my Bufinefs to 
debate the Heads of the Bill, nor do] know 
_ its particular Contents. 
I know, the feign’d Proje&, fome Gentle- 
men have been fond of in the World, anc 
_ which they have had as much Vanity in pub 
_ difhing, as Fo'ly in contriving, amounts a 
_ mong other fairer Schemes to ereéting 
_ Stocks, Work-houfes, Trade and Manu: 
_ faétures, in the refpeétive Parifhes in Eng- 
_ dand, where the Poor fhall be employ’d, and 
_ the vagrant Wretches oblig’d te work. 
_ _ England hasbeen always famous for her 
Watchfulnefs over, and Regard to the Prof- 
 perity of her Trade, the many Aéts for the 
Encouragement of the Woollen Manufa- 
ture, freeing it from Impofts, Duties on 
Exportation, and all other Encroachments, 
are Witneffes of this; and I cannot think 
any thing fo fatal to the Manufacture, as 
difperfing it into every Village muft be, can 
pats an Englifh Parliament. 

Manufaétures and Trade are in this Na- 
tion like the Blood in the Bedy, they fubfift 
by their Circulation 3 if once that Motion 
ceafes, is inverted, or otherwife interrupt- 
= ed, it flagnates and-corrupts, or breaks out 
_ i Torrents beyond its ordinary Courfe, 
and thefe prove infallibly mortal, and in- 
curably contagious to the Life of the Crea- 
ture. 

London is the great Center of this Circu- 
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lation, the Heart thro’ which, by proper 
Pulfation, thefe Streams pafs in their due 
Courfe 5 hither all the Manufaétures in the 
Nation from the {everal and remoteft Coun: 
tries are convey’d in grofs, as to the vaft 
Center of Trade ; and here they pafs from 
the Wholefaler to the Merchant, from the 
Ware-houfe tothe Shop, and from thence, 
by a happy Counter-changing again, are 
tran{mitted to all the feveral Parts of the 
Kingdom again; and upon this Circulation, 
I am bold to fay, more Families depend, 
and are maintain’d, than upon the firft 
Working of the whole Manufa@ure of the 
Nation. 

I fhall be larger on this Head in my next, 
but fhall clofe this with my humble Applica- 
tion to all thofe honourable Gentlemen, whe 
are to have this Cafe before them, to con- 
lider, whether the Cafe of the Poor in Eng- 
Jand does not rather require, that Laws a- 
gainft Vagrants, Begging, and Sloth, the 
true genuine, and perbaps the only Caufes of 
Poverty, are not the propereft Remedy for 
the Difeafe, the Nation now complains of, 
as to the Encreaie of the Poor; and whether 
there are not fufficient Laws already made 
for the Settlement and Employment of fuch 
as will work, and forcing or correéting fuch 
as will not—So that it feems, the Kingdom 
rather wants to have thofe Laws already in 
Force, put in Execution, than more Laws 
made to bring this Cafe toa proper Con- 
clufion.
